memories that it conjures ae one of 
the most t phases of Scott's life. 
Like Dickens, the great Scotsman had 
a strong liking for odd characters, and 


Purdie was nothing if not an oddity. 


Originally a shepherd, with an extensive 
and peculiar knowledge of the country- 
side and its life, which was not always 
exercised in legitimate channels, Purdie 
was known far and wide. Scott first 
made his acquaintance in his capacity of 
Sheriff. Tom.was -brought before him on 
a charge of poaching ; and, says Lockhart, 
“The poor fellow gave such a touching 
account of his circumstances: a wife and 
I don’t know how many children 
dependent on his exertions—work scarce 
and grouse abundant—and all this with 
a mixture of odd, sly humour, that the 
Sheriff's heart was moved.”’ 

Scott, who had just be¢ome a tenant of 
his cousin at Ashestiel, on the southern 
bank of the Tweed, a few miles - from 
Selkirk, had thought of appointing James 
Hogg to superintend his sheep f "an and 
keep watch over the douse during the 
. winter. He now changed his mind, and 
gave the job to Purdie, who showed such 
zeal, activity and shrewdness that Scott 
never had occasion to repent of the step. 


TWENTY-TWO YEARS’ SERVICE. 


For twenty-two unbroken years master 
and servant were inseparable. [Purdie 
bound himself heart and soul to Scott, 
attending him almost everywhere, and 
priding himself particularly.on his heir- 
ship to the Sheriff's cast-off ‘garments. 
For his part, Scott admitted Purdie into 
the closest personal intimacy—delighting 
in his idiosyncrasies, playfully testing his 
humour, exhibiting him to his friends as 
his own particular “wild man ”; but 
consulting him on every detail of his 
estate, and relying to a considerable 
extent upon the soundness of his judg- 
ment. 

Purdie was a rough diamond. There 
is an inimitable sketch of him by Scott 
as a certain personage in “ Redzauntlet.”’ 
“ He was,” says the novelist, ' perhaps 
sixty years old; yet his brow was not 
much furrowed, and his jet-black h.ir was 
only grizzled, not whitened, by the 
- advance of age. All his motions spoke 
strength unabated; and, though rather 
undersized, he had very broad shoulders; 
Was square made, thin flanked, and 
apparently combined in his. frame 
muscular strength and activity: the last 
somewhat impaired, perhaps, by years, 
but the first remaining in full vigour. A 
hard and harsh countenance; eyes far 
sunk under projecting eyebrows which 
were grizzled like his hair; a wide mouth 
furnished from ear to ear with a rare of 
unimpaired teeth of uncommon whiteness, 
and a size and breadth which might have 
become the jaws of an ogre, completed 
this delightful portrait.’’ 

Equip this figure in Scott’s cast-off 
green jacket, white hat and drab trousers; 
and imagine that vears of kind treat- 
ment, comfort and the honest consequence 
of a confidential zrieve had softened away 
muc of the hardness and harshness 
originally impressed on the visage by 
anxious penury, end the sinister habits 
of a black-fisher. and, according to Lock- 
hart, who knew him well, the Tom Purdie 
of 1820 stands before us. 


THE ORACLE OF ABBOTSFORD. 


Installed at Abbotsford, Purdie reigned 
unchallenged over a dominion of his own. 
-Writing in March, 1813, Scott declares 
that “ John Winnos is the sub-oracle of 
Abbotsford, the principal being Tom 
Purdie. John Winnos pronounces that 
the Pinaster seeds ought to be raised at 
first on a hot-bed, and thence trans- 
planted to a nursery; so to a hot-bed they 
have been carefully consigned, the upper 
oracle not objecting, in respect his talent 
lies in catching a salmon, or finding a 
hare sitting—on which occasions (being a 
very complete scrub) he solemnly 
exchanges his working jacket for an old 
green one of mine, and takes the air of 
one of Robin Hood’s followers. His more 
serious employments are ploughing, 
harrowing, and overseeing all my 
premises; being a complete Jack-of-all- 
‘trades, from a carpenter to a shepherd, 
nothing comes strange to him, and, being 
extremely honest, and somewhat of a 
humonurist, he is quite my right hand."’ 

Here we are told that “ Tom Purdie is 
the happiest and most consequential 
person in the world.” There we get a 
picture of Scott listening while his hench- 
man lectures on the plantation that most 
meeds thinning, or hastening, after he 
has finished his allotted literary task, to 
join Purdie wherever the foresters were at 
work, and sometimes labouring among 
them ‘‘ as strenuously as John Swanston.”’

“OUR BUIKS.” 


Once Purdie joined Scott, John 
Ballantyne, Mr. Constable and Lockhart 
on a Sunday perambulatioh of the upland 
territories Bas Abbotsford, and, quoth 
Lockhart: '' We were all delighted to see 
how completely Scott had recavered his

and down

another, often stopped to wipe his fore- ! 


head and remarked that ‘ It was noi every 
author who should lead him such a dance.’ 

“ Purdie’s face shone with rapture as 
he observéd how. severely the swag-bellied 
bookseller’s activity was ‘tasked. Scott 
exclaimed exultingly, though perhaps for 
the tenth time: ‘ This will be a glorious 
spring for our trees, Tom.’ 

‘** You. may say that, Sheriff,’ quoth 
Tom, and then, lingering a moment for 
Constable, ‘My certy,’ he added, 
scratching Éis head, ‘ and I think it will 
be a grand season for our buiks, too.’ 

“ But indeed Tom always talked of 


'“ our buiks ” as if they had been as regular 


products of the soil as our aits and our 
birks.”’ 

Scott had plans for converting a cottage 
at Huntly Burn into a summer residence 
for his daughter and future son-in-law. 
Ballantyne was keenly interested in the 
project, but, foreseeing that this Sunday 
visit to the cottage would give him 


walking enough, he had ordered his groom 


to bring his hunter. He would “ fain 
have been prompted to. ride over hedge 
and ditch to mark out the proper line. of 
the future avenue,’’ but Scott admonished 
him that the country people. if they saw 
him at such work, would take the whole 
party for heathen. Ballantyne, clapping 
spurs to his horse, immediately left the 
party. 


S[OTT’S “SUNDAY PONY.” 


“The de’il’s in the body,” quoth Tom 
Purdie ; “ he'll be ower every yett atween 
this and Turnazgain thongh it be the 
Lord’s. Day. 
to be ceeted before the Session.”’ 

“Be sure, Tam,’’ cries Constable, 
“that ye egg on the dominie to blaw up 
his father. I wadna grudge a hundred 
miles o’ gait to see the neer-de-well on 
the stool, and neither, I’ll be sworn, 
would the Sheriff.’’ 

“ Na, na,” quoth the Sheriff, “ we'll 
let sleeping dogs be, Tam.’’ 

““ As we walked homewards,’’ adds Lock- 
hart, “‘ Scott, being a little fatigued, laid 
his left hand on Tom’s shoulder, and 
leaned heavily for support, chatting to 
his ‘Sunday pony,’ as he called the 
affectionate fellow, just as freely as with 
the rest vf the party, and Tom put in his 
word, shrewdly and manfully, and grinned 
and grunted whenever the joke chanced 
to be within his apprehension. It was 
easy to see that his heart swelled within 
him from the moment the Sheriff got his 
collar in his gripe.’’ 

Once Scott wished to have a road made 
through a straight belt of trees and, being 
obliged to return to Edinburgh, entrusted 
the work to Purdie. 


THE DANDERING PATH. 


“Tom,” said he, “ you must not make 
this walk straight, neither must it be 
crooked.’’ : 

“ De'il, sir, then; what maun it be 
like?” ; 

““ Don't you remember when you were a 
shepherd, “Tom, the way in which you 
dandered home oí an even? You never 
walked straight to your house, nor did 
you go much about: Now make me just 
such a walk as you used to take yourself.’’ 
Tom executed the commission entirely to 
his master’s satisfaction. 

Tom was a recognised institution at 
Abbotsford, and always appeared at his 
master’s elbow on Sunday when dinner 


was over, and drank long life to the Laird 


and the Lady, and all the good company, 
in a quaigh of whiskey or a tumbler of 
wine, according to his fancy. 

Purdie died suddenly in his sleep 
towards the end of 1829, greatly to the 
grief of Scott. who sorely missed his old 
retainer. Qver his grave, close to the 
Abbey at Melrose, a modest monument 
bears the. inscription:— In grateful 
remembrance of :the faithful and attached 
service of twenty-two years, and in sorrow 
for the loss of a humble, but sincere, 
friend, this stone was erected by Sir 
Walter Scott. Bart., of Abbotsford.’’

The practice of celebrating the eve of the 
new year. with a ‘certain display of 
practical ‘joking aad animal spirits still 
persists in Scotland; the North of Eng- 
land .avud in the Isle of Man.

“ Hogmanay, -Trollolay, Give us your 
whits bread and none of your grey,” his 
U:llic cousin is shouting: ‘ Tire lire, 
Maint de blanc et point du bis,” and the 
name there given to the quéte is 
Aguilanneuf, | Philologists have never 
done disputing the origin of these names ; 
suck diverse derivations as 'aw gut 
menez,’’ “* Hagia mene,’ “ Homme est 
né,” have found acceptance by some. 
Others think the name applies to ail 
Dec smber, which is to be looked on as the 
hongea monath, a’ term which might 
sicnify hog month or hag month. One 
ingenious mind relates it to the Spanish 
alquilar, which means to hire oneself ; and 
urges in support Handsel Monday, the 
first Monday in the new year, when,’ in 
this country, folk still give one another 
a small piece of silver for luck. Sir E. 
K. Chambers, the great English authority 
on such customs, however, leans towards 
a Celtic origin, and thinks the term a 
carruption of the Gaelic for the night of 
the winter Calends. Whatever the 
derivation, the steps of St. Paul's 
Cathedral, that New Year’s eve home 
from home of the Scottish in London, will 
see, Hogmanay well and truly celebrated.

CarnpinaL GASPARRI. good works linger in 

the minds of many 

earnest students of foreign affairs, but 

they stand to the credit of the Cardinal 
Secretary of State, Cardinal Gasparri. 

Cardinal Peter Gasparri was born at 

Ussito on May 5th, 1852, and is, there- 

fore, in his seventy-eighth year. In Rome 

he studied philosophy, theology and Canon 

Law, taking degrees in all three. From 

Rome he went to Paris as Professor of 

Canon Law at the Catholic Institute. In 

1894 he was appointed a Domestic Prelate 

to the Pope, and four years Jater raised to 

the Archbishopric of Cesarea, in 

Palestine, being appointed at the same 

time Apostolic Delezate to Peru, Ecuador 

and Bolivia. He was recalled to Rome to 

become the Secretary of the Congregation 

of Extraordinary Eccelesiastical Affairs. 

To Cardinal Gasparri the late Pope 

Pins X. entrusted the codification of the 

Canon Law, and he was raised to the 

Cardinalate.in 1907. He ise generally 

recognised as not only one of the leading 

authorities on Canon Law, but no less a 

diplomat of the highest order, whose 

knowledge of international affairs is un- 

surpassed by no one in the contemporary 

world. During the war he took a 

prominent part in the various humani- 

tarian and peace negotiations of the 

Vatican, being in intimate touch with all 

the Roman Catholic monarchs. 


Mr. William Lunn. 


Mr. William Lunn, M.P., who, by his 


recent appointment as Under-Secretary of 


State for the Dominions, becomes 
responsible for the answering of ques- 
tions in the House of Commons concerning 
the Irish Freo State, is the typical 
embodiment of his native county of York- 
shire. 

A man of large physique, gifted with 
tenacious mental qualities, he is looked 
upon as one of the stalwarts of the 
British ‘Labour Party. He has had 
previous experience of Government work 
as head of the Overseas Trade Depart- 
ment in the Labour Government of 1924, 
when he had much to do with the success 
of the Wembley Exhibition. He has no 
tricks of oratory and no finesse of manner, 
but he is a dependable Under-Secretary, 
who will not ‘‘ let down ” his Depart- 
ment, | 
Mr. Lunn will-be remembered in Ire- 
land as a member of the Labour Commis- 
sion -who came over to study the condi- 


tions prevailing under the Black-and-Tan | 


campaign. He was’one of a family of 
eight, and he went to work in a coal pit 
when he was only twelve years of age. 


Ireland and Pyjamas.

The common ware of 
Holland, Belgium and Germany is every- 
where to be found, but I learn that the 
premier manufacture of the first-rate 
glassware is situated in Czecho-Slovakia, 
the modern name for old Bohemia, and 
that the value of Bohemian glass is 
going up. Certainly my ruby specimens. 
supported by green and white Venetian 
vases with triangular colourless drops. 
make -an attractive drawingroom decora- 
tion. 


The Eternal Child. 


Talking the other day to one of the 
Dublin booksellers, I was interested to 
learn, in spite of all that has been said 
regarding the precocity of the modern child, 
that the children’s best sellers are still 
those friends of our own childhood, Hans 
Andersen and Grimm, with the fairy 
stories and the ogres, and the fair prin- 
cess. Some people deprecate the reading 
of such tales by children, urging that 
their heads become stuffed with an un- 
true. view of life, and that a sensitive 
imagination is damaged by being occupied 
with the fanciés that. they inspire. One 
somehow feels that the benefits outweigh 
the disadvantages. It is no bad thinz 
to have the mind early attuned to 
spiritualities, and readv to admit wonder 
into every-day life. The child who has 
taken a natural delight in the fairy story 
has all his days the hope of the crock of 
gold at the rainbow’s end in hi; heart. 
As we were speaking. three little girls 
crossed the road, taking out for an airing 
three dolls in a perambulator. We 
stopped to watch one of the girls settle 
the lie of her doll and fix its clothes, 
She was the perfect miniature of mother- 
hood, discussing the domestic troubles of 
her toy ménage with her friends to the 
manner born. This seemed to us to be 
another mute protest against the slanders 
of age on modern youth. 


Dublin Streets. 


During the days preceding Christmas 
all the shopping centres of Dublin were 
thronged, and none more so than Henry 
street and Mary street. It was difficult 
not to ponder on the complete change of 
character that has overtaken these two 
thoroughfares, once the home of so many 
celebrities. The streets originated when 
James I. made a grant of land belonging 
to Mary’s Abbey to Lord Moore, after- 
wards Earl of Drogheda, granting him tli 
property to the east of a dividing line 
known as “ Piphos ’’ Grant, at the Junc- 
tion of the present Mary street and Henry 
street, As Carlisle Bridge was not built 
till 1795, the two last-named streets and 
Capel street were the route from Sackville 
street and the North of the city to the 
Parliament House, and hence were the 
centre of rank and fashion. As_ the 
Christmas shopping crowds of 1929 swirled 
unheeding round the old grey church of 
St. Mary, erected in 1607, it was 


{interesting to recall all the famous people 


connected. with this parish. The church 
records ate filled with such household 
names as Butlers, Geraldines, Ormondes, 
Desmonds, and Lords Enniskillen, Charle- 
mont and Donoughmore. Brindsley 
Sheridan, with Swift as godfather, was 
christened here, also Sam Lover. In the 
graveyard were buried Mrs. Mercer, 
foundress of the hospital; Mrs. Simpson, 
another benefactress; Lord Chief Justice 
Norbury, and Archibald Hamilton Rowan. 


A Russian Prisoner. 


The cablegram announcing the release 
from imprisonment in Russia of the 
Princess Sophie Lieven must have been 
welcome Christmas news for Sir Kynaston 
Studd, whose term of office as Lord Mayor 
of London expired recently; for the 
Princess is his sister-in-law by his second 
marriage. Lady Studd has had an ad- 
venturous life, and she is the first Princess 
to occupy the Mansion House. Her father 
was Prince Paul Lieven, one of the 
notables of the old régime in Russia, and 
the Jast to serve as Grand Master of 
Ceremonies in the Imperial Court. In the 
war Princess Alexandra, as she was then, 

was a nursing sister 
with the Russian 
Armies in Persia and 
the Caucasus, and 
was decorated for her 
al “a services. In the Revo- 
“omg as lution she had many 
Ze exciting escapes after 
the loss of the family 
property and jewels, 
but she eventually 
escaped to England, 
and served again with 
the British forces 
operating on the 
Mesopotamian and 
North - West: Indian 
fronts. The charge against her sister, 
Princess Sophie, recalls p practice common 
amongst the vonng men and women of the 
nobility in Tsarist Russia. Readers of 
Russian novels wil] remember that many 
of.the young revolutionaries of good family 
used to go “ amongst the people,” as it was 
called. to educate them, and for this exile 
te Siberia was a frequent penalty. 
Princess Lieven. a deeply religious woman, 
was accused of teaching the Bible to 
workers’ families.

It is a curious thing to observe that in 
the. field of Irish novel or dramatic 
writing hardly anything has been done 
with the lives of heroic figures of history.

The practice of bestowing on children 
the names of distinguished people, and 
even the names of places, is not as 
common as it used to be. During the Boer 
War many English and Irish youngsters 
were ‘‘ decorated '” in this fashion, and 
in Ireland and the United States 
thousands of children have had to go 
through life bearing as middle names the 
surnames of people with whom they never 
had any relationship, and even saddled 
with surnames of politicians to whose 
principles they were strenuously opposed. 
[ have heard of a Dublin youngster who 
hore the names of no less than five of the 
leaders of tiie United Irishmen of 1798, 
and of the child of Liverpocl parents who 
gave him the names of a Russian revolu- 
tionary, now dead, and of an Irish 
politician still active in the Dail. 

One of the greatest of contemporary 
dramatists, Eugene O'Neill, whose work 
is well known in Dublin, was a victim 
of this practice. Fis full name is, in 
fact, Eugene Gladstone O'Neill. The 
elder O'Neill was evidently a great 
admirer of the Victorian statesman, but 
I notice that although Americans are very 
fond of second Christian names. the 
dramatist prefers to use only the first one.

THE DUBLIN DRAMA LEAGUE. 

It has been said that the Dublin Drama 
League catered fully for all those in Dublin 
who were interested in the newer drama, and, 
while this may be contested, it will be be- 
heved that the League did excellent work for 
many years in familiarising its members with 
the best in contemporary drama, This year 
its productions of ‘‘ The Three Sisters,” by 
Ichechov ; “ Hoppla!’’ by Toller, and “Give 
a Dog ... .” by Lennox Robinson, proved 
that the League had lost none of its 
theatrical skill, even if its membership has 
decreased. Possibly the League may resume 
operations this season. If not, its loss will 
be regretted by everyone who takes a keen 
interest in the contemporary drama. Other 
more or less amateur companies have pro- 
duced a number of plays during the year. The 
New Players gave ‘‘ Prunella,’’ Paul Green's 
‘White Dresses,’’ Turner’s '“ The Man Who 
Ate the Popomac,’’ and an excellent pro- 
duction of Chanin’s “The New Morality.” 
The Bohemian Players gave “ Thunder in the 
Air,” and Mrs. Kirkwood-Hackett’s Company 
presented two Noel Coward plavs, “The 
Vortex’’ and “Easy Virtue.” in addition to 
Lonsdale’s “ Aren’t We All?’ and Gals. 
worthy’s “ The Skin Game.” 

The Jewish Drama League gave a cood per- 
formance of “Israel in the Kitchen,” -by a 
new Manchester playwright, and the Dublin 
University Dramatic Society gave its annua! 
productions with ‘‘ The Admirable Crichton ”’ 
and “The Dover Road.” Two new plays by 
Bernard Duffy were presented without adding 
much to his reputation as a writer of comedy.

The Civil Service Dramatic Society also 
presented in excellent style “The Lady from 
Alfaqueque,”” by the Spanish dramatists 
Quintero, and.

NORTH SEA TRAWLERS. 
He was sorry that he could make no 
reference to the problems that confronted the 
Irish fisheries, as he knew nothing much 
about them. His research work had taken 
place mainly about the North Sea. He went 
on to explain and to show on the screen how 
the trawlers worked and how they caught 
their fish. The fish were divided into three 
categories. There were the deep sea fish 
known as white fish, why he could not tell, 
as they were principally black in colour. 
Then they had the fish that roamed near to 
the surface, such as the mackerel and the 
herring. and it could he more truly said of 
these that they were white fish because of 
their silver bodies. Last of all they had the 
shell fish, which were not really fh. 
The lecturer proceeded to give the life 
histories of the most important of the food 
fish. He also descri d illustrated how 
herring were caught in drift nets, which was 
surprising information to many of the 
audience. During the day the herring re 
mained close to the sea bed, and it was only 
in the night that they came to the surface. 
Mr. Hunter then told how the long distance 
boats to Iceland and the “ further fisheries ”’ 
worked, and then took his audience to the 
famous Billingsgate market, felling in a 
manner that fascinated his listeners. of the 
many intricacies and details of the work of 
buying and selling and marketing fish in 
general. 
In conclusion, the lecturer stressed the fact 
that science was for man, and not man for 
science, and expressed the hope that some of 
his juvertile audience might in the future take 
their part in elucidating some of the fishery 
problems, thus adding, not only to the benefit 
of their own country, but to the ultimate 
benefit of humanity. 

“ ANIMAL LIFE OF THE SEA.” 

In the evening Mr. Hunter lectured to an 
adult audience on “ The Animal Life of the 
Sea.” He said that it was a curious reflec- 
tion that. people generally knew so little 
about the sea, even where they lived along- 
side it, as in these islands. Some of them 
knew a bit about its surface as a means of 
transport from one place to another, and 
sometimes they did not like what they knew 
of that, as he was aware to his own cost 
during the crossing the previous. night.

INQUEST ON EXHUMED 
COTTON PIECER. 


A verdict of accidental death was returned 
at an inquest at Tintwistle, Cheshire, yes- 
tarday, on Henry Driver, a cotton piecer, of 
Hollingworth, near Hyde, whose body’ was 
exhumed by order of the Cheshire Coroner. 
The widow stated that her husband worked 
barefooted in a cotton mill. One day he 
complained that he had trodden on a screw. 
He was attended by a doctor, but got worse. 
and died. . A certificate of his death and 
burial. order were issued. and he was buried 
in Christ Church Cemetery. 
Dr. Nightingale, of Stockport, stated that 
when he made a post-mortei examimation he 
found a wound underneath the left foot. 
Not being satisfied as to the canse ofthe 
death, he sent certain portions of the foct 
and the lang for hattetoloica! examination. 
Professor H..B. Maitland, Director of the 
Public” Health Laboratory at Manchester; 
stated that from an examination of the por- 
tions of Driver's lungs and left foot which 
he examined, he was of the opinion “tha: 
death was due to an infection of the left 
foot, which was caused by the wound re- 
sulting from the man stepping on the screw. 
That infection had infected the general blood 
stream, and had gone to the lungs. . 
The jury returned a verdict that Driver 
died as a result’ of a wound in the left foot, 
which was caused by stepping on a screw 
while working in the cotton mill, and which 
infected his Jung.

The Nanking Government has promul- 
gated a mandate in which it abolishes 
ima extra-territorial privileges of foreigners 
as from. the first day of the first month 
of the nineteenth year of the Republic.’

Ships and Industry. 

Recently. statistics were published which 
showed that the shipbuilding industry in 
Belfast was thriving. The Northern yards 
are busier than at any time since the 
Great War. This state of affairs is trace- 
able to a few large contracts, and it is 
not safe yet to assume that the revival 
will endure. We hope that the big works 
now in hand will occupy the shipyard 
workers of Belfast until a recovery of the 
shipping industry comes about, with a 
consequent demand for yet more vessels. 
Nevertheless, there is no sure sign of a 
definite turn for the better. The shipping 
dépression—as may be learned from the 
annual review which is published by 
Lloyd’s List and’ Shipping Gazette to- 
day—continues without effectual abate- 
ment. It is reckoned that the present cos* 
of running ships is from 70 io 80 per cent. 
above the cost in 1913. Freights for the 
present year, however, have stood at an 
average level of only 12 per cent.. above 
the rates for the last year-before the war. 
The disparity between shipowners’ costs 
and their receipts explains the depression, 
and Sir William C. Currie remarks that 
calamity would be inevitable but for “ the 
conservative policy of shipowners in the 
past, when times were better, in placing 
aside a certain proportion of earnings to 
meet the proverbial rainy day.” -Until a 
change comes over the state of the shipping 
trade, therefore, the shipbuilding industry 
cannot be assured of continuous prosperity. 
Belfast’s recent gains were shared by the 
yards of Great Britain. The vear opened 
with something like a ‘‘boom’’ in orders 
for cargo tonnage, and employment reached 
the highest level since 1922. In the latter 
part of the year, however; genegal orders 
fell and Mr. A. J. Campbell 
declares that,. “if it had not been for 
the comparatively large number ot tankers 
ordered, the outlook for the new year 
would have been dark, indeed.’’

The shipping trade, 
other trade in the world, is dependent 
upon international affairs. Of old, when 
a highly civilised Power sent its ships 
the ocean, it was to trade 
with backward ‘peoples; but “modern 
commerce is virtually between equals, lt 
prospers only when the world prospers 
and is at peace.

An .American Race. 


A provisional digest of the census figures 
fór the United States shows that there has 
been. an enormous increase in the popula- 
tion: of, that country during the last ten 
| years. There were 119,360,000 persons in 
the United States in July, 1928—an 
isicrease ‘of more than 14,000,000, or 13.6 
per cent. on the figures for the corre- 
sponding date in 1918. Since 1909 the 
population has risen from 90,500,000, and 
the rate of increase since the war has 
been all the more remarkable in view of 
the fact that immigration has been limited 
strictly, With-this great access of in-. 
habitants there has been a marxed 
change in the racial character of 
the people, After the revolution’ more 
than eighty per cent. of the population of 
the United States were of purely British 
stock, - To-day less than one-half claims 
Anglo-Saxon. descent. Some 14,000,000 
persons are believed to be of Irish 
ancestry, and there is a big proportion of 
Germans, Scandinavians, Italians, Poles 
Intermarriage between these 
heterogeneous elements has produced a 
race that, while mainly of European 
origin, has kinship with no particular 
parent nation. An American race is in 
the making. Already it is developing 
facial characteristics which are entirely 
different from those of the European 
peoples ; and the language that is current 
in the United States to-day is rapi’ly 
losing contact with the English tongue. 
The future of the United States is one 
of the most interesting problems of. our 
time.. This huge amalgam of races has 
immense possibiljties. It is developing at 
an astonishing rate, but whither its foot- 
steps are tending no man knows.

Mr. George W. Bowyer, one of the wis or 
Southampton pilots,, who retired yesterday, 
after S8 years in the pilot service, was/the 
recipient at luncheon yesterday, on board the 
Olympic, of a silver casket inkstand from the 
White Star Line in recognition of his long 
service. Mr. _ Bowyer is known throughout 
dockland as “ Uncle George,” and has heeh 
connected pe the port of Southampton for 
forty-eight years. He piloted the first 
American Line steamer to enter the port in 
1895, and the first White Star liner, the old 
Britanmc, as trooper during the Boer War.

The Two Nehrus. 


It is related to-day that the two Nehrus, 
father and son, who are in the centre of 
the storm in connection with the Indian 
Nationalist Congress, are: men with a 
romantic history. The father, Pandit 
Motilal, was a popular lawyer, making a 
large income, when his son Jawaharla! 
came under Gandhi's influence while still 
in his ’teens. He refused al! the luxuries 
of his father’s home and took to living in 
a tiny hut, attending to his simple meals 
himself. His sister soon joined him in his 
asceticism, and then the father became 
converted to their extreme simplicity of 
life, gave away most of his fortune, and 
devoted his time to Nationalist pro- 
paganda and organisation. The younger 
Nehru and his sister visited London some 
two years ago, when they were enter- 
tained to a dinner at the House oí 
Commons by members of the Labour 
Party. 


Spain and the Naval Cenference. 


When the London Naval Conference 
was arranged, it was intended that it 
should be confined to delegates of Great 
Britain, the United States, France, Italy 
and Japan, and no official action has yet 
been taken to enlarge the membersh: ip:

New Pass Book System.
